FIRST-CLASS row

the colourful states that 
emerged In Arabia after the 
firat world war. The seupy 
Arabia” of the ancients, Its 
barren and inhospitable Red 
Sea coast, as seen from an 
ocean liner, hardly supports 
the title “happy”.

On this central plateau, 
ae “thousand feet above the 
nea, coffee and grain grow 
luxuriantly in a climate 
blessed with an abundant 
rainfall. 


Few Europeans know this 
stronghold of Islam. Before 
the firat world war Turkey 
had exercised a nominal 
sovereignty over the Yemen, 
but when the Turks were 
beaten, the Imam—religious 
leader of the people — pro- 
claimed himself king of an 
independent kingdom. The 
new monarch maintained an 
oriental seclusion — diplo- 
matically. Like {ts strictly 
veiled womenfolk, the 
Yemen existed unseen by 
the outside world. 


NO DESIRE 


But, geographically, the 
Imam showed no desire to 
keep himself to himaelf, for 
no sooner was he in the 
saddle than he started to 
encroach on Aden territory 
on his southern border. The 
pretext for these excursions 
was that the hinterland of 
Aden once belonged to the 
Imam of San’n and that the 
tribal chiefs there were the 
Imam’s governors. But that 
was in the 18th century!

meeting of GATT at which one of the chiof topics will be Japan's request for 
full membership of “the tariff club.” 


The seene wilt then shift back 
to Lendon fer furihe: talks bee 
tween British and Japanese 
oMiciala concerning the renewal 
of the psyments agreement 
which Is duc to expire at the 
end of the year. 

These conferences will be held 
ogainst a background of a 
deepening economic crisix in 
Japon. For the Japanesc, as 
well as the British, “export or 
dice’ is not so much a slogan 
ts a prim realitv.
